One of 
the fungtions that took place at ‘‘Stancote’’ during the summer, in which the guests 
wore children’s clothes, became a matter of discussion ail over the country, rivaling 
in this respect the doings of the smart set at Newport.

government, if met in gold, would make an 
Obelisk ten' feet square and 106 feet high. 
This illustration perhaps gives an idea of 
what three billion dollars means; a billion 
ordinarily expresses something of which the 
human mind hag little comprehension. It 
is an extraordinary fact that the total cost 
of the pension system from the foundation 
of the government to June 30, 1865, or until 
the civil war was itself over, a period of 
three-quarters of a century, amounted to 
but $96,000,000, or the present disbursement 
for eight months and nine days. This is 
an @xample of the magnitude of modern 
operations. Pensions for the Revolutionary 
war have cost up to date but $70,000,000, 
and as there are but five Revolutionary 
pensioners now on the roll, the chapter is 
nearly closed. This Revolutionary total 
represents about six months’ expenditure 
today. The War of 1812, which .has con- 
tinued as an active charge until the present 
day, has cost but $45,000,000. 

Its pensioners include one participant 
and 1115 widows. Were the 1812 pension- 
ers to have a reunion, poor Hiram Cronk 
of Oneida county, New York would be 
rather lonesome among so many women. 


vivor of the revolution died in 1869, at the 
of 109. It may be regarded as a gen- 
eral truth in pension records that the 
widowg last thirty years longer than the 
participants of any war. bout thirty 
years from now the last of the 1812 widows 
will be dropped from the list, just as the 
last participant is now nearing the en 
By widow it should be ganeraity under- 
stood in pension nomenclature all depend- 
ants—everybody except actual  partici- 
pants.

No Ground for Fears of Chi- 
nese Treaty. 


CZAR WANTS OUR FRIENDSHIP 


It Was Through Him That China 
Agreed to Make Way for 
Our Trade. 


Special to the Post Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 22.—State depart- 
ment officials profess to feel no anxiety 
over the report that Russia will try to 
nullify the new commercial treaty be- 


tween the United States and China by 
which two Manchurian ports are opened 
to American trade. 

In the first a they do not beliéve 
ths Czar would resort to double dealing 
with the United States, when he needs 
all the friendship he can get and none 
more than that of this country. 

But more than that, the United States 
owes the new Chinese treaty to Russia, 
and her fears of this country. 

When Russia refused to evacuate Man- 
churia last April, as promised, Secretary 
Hay protested to Count Cassini, the Rus- 
Sian ambassador here, much more em- 
phatically than was suspected outside the 
state department inner circles. 

Russia was plainly accused of breaking 
faith with the powers which joined in 
suppressing the Boxers, and there were 
several lively exchanges. 

Russia then feared trouble with Japan, 
and, to placate this country, the Czar 
agreed to use hits best influence with 
China to secure a treaty with this coun- 
try which would open two ports in Man- 
churia 


This pledge was given to Mr. Hay in | 


secret. To bind it, Mr. Hay secured a 
written promise from Russia to evacuate 
Manchuria this month. This promise was 
to be used as a club, if necessary, to se- 
cure the opening of the Manchurian 
ports, and it served ‘its purpose. 
Russia secretly specified the two ports 
to be opened, and a draft of the treaty 
with China was submitted to the Russian 
foreign ministry and approved by it.

But the plans based upon the bills as at present drawn up 
promise great gains in terminal facilities for St. Louis. That 
large additional terminals are needed is agreed upon by all 
interests. They are imperatively needed for St. Louis busi- 
ness. The city’s business, its industrial and commercial activ- 
ities, cannot expand without them. 

The placing of St. Louis on the map and the delivery of St. 
Louis freight in St. Louis terminals will revolutionize traffic 
methods and will give a tremendous impetus to the growth 
and prosperity of the city. 

The franchise bills should be carefully examined, with a view 
of protecting the public interests and binding the railroads 
to their agreement. They should then be passed without un- 
necessary delay, so that work may be commenced. 

St. Louis should enjoy as soon as possible all the advan- 
tages gained through the agitation of the Post-Dispatch and 
the work of the business men.

These removals are the first result of 
Fourth Asst¥ant Postmaster-General Bris- 
tows report on the irregularities in the 
postoffice department. 

Weis, the New York clerk who has been 
relieved, is said to have enjoyed confi- 
dential relations with George W. Beaver®, 
late superintendent of the salary and al- 
lowance division, and he is charged with 
having acted as a medium through whom 
other clerks in the New York postoffice 
were communicated with. Terry is from 
Indiana. He was temporary clerk in the 
postoffice department and was afterwards 
removed. He made arges that he had 
been discharged from his position by Jonmn 
M. Masten, then chief clerk of the first 
assistant postmaster-general, but now aés- 
sistant superintendent of the railway mall 
service, because he had refused to give 
money to Masten for his retention and the 
President directed his reinstatement. It is 
understood that the investigation failed 
to substantiate Terry’s charges and his 
permanent removal is the result of that 
failure.
